TERRORS p| FETICH. 

SUPERSTITIONS OF THE NATIVES OF 
THE CONGO COUNTRY. 



Ceroiribny Performed by tho Man Who 
"aiiiltns 'Fotlch" — When Its Powerful 
Aid Is Invoked— The Crowning 
Aot. or SeaU

Liko all aboriginal people, the Congo 
blacks are very superstitious, but to what 
extent they believe in a future state can 
only bo conjectured They boliovo in the 
existence of good and bad spirits, which 
they believe are all the timo hovering 
around, and when ouo of them dies they 
believe that bis spirit or soul is seized 
upon by either the good or the bad spirits, 
and carried away to become one of them. 
Hence, when a native is dying, his friends 
come around, tire oil guns, and make 
horrible noises, for the purposes of fright- 
ening oil the evil spirits. What effect this 
may have on the good spirits is not 
stated 

Their religious ceremonies are not of a 
propitiatory nature, or for the purpose of 
•warding oil '.danger, disease, etc , and here 
tho fetich plays an important part. They 
do not make human sacrifices like the 
Asbautes, but when they want any favors 
from the invisibles they bring a goat or a 
chicken to the fetich man to bo sacrificed, 
aed are giv-en in return an amulet or 
charm, or fetich, as tboy call it. The 
fetich is the terrible, tho unknown powor, 
at once the persecutor or tho avenger, ac- 
cording as its power is invoked or 
directed. This the present informant 
illustrated by an anecdote. 

THE FA0TOK8' STRATEGY. 

The Dutch have a factory at Banana 
point, which is approached by two roads, 
one on each shore side of the narrow pen- 
insula. On the boundary line of their 
property, on each road, a watch house was 
established, to regulate admittance from 
the outside. But the laborers, servants 
and sailors from outside came In in such 
numbers, and gave sn much trouble by 
getting drunk and creating disturbances, 
that the ageuis finally thought it boat to 
make a fetich, as it is termed, on the 
boundary line. They employed a fetich 
man to makes fetich. This consisted 
first in bringing his l et ell or idol on to the 
lino, making figures in the sand around it, 
ami nourishes or sigus around and above 
it with his bauds and arms, and then 
taking a chicken, cutting its head oil and 
sprinkling the blood around This cere- 
mony was performed on cacli road. In 
about twenty-four hours' timo the news 
of what had been dono spread far and 
wide, and so effectually did it frighten 
the natives that they coa'sod- to go to tho 
Dutch factory town thereafter unless they 
had business there. They supposed that 
if they passed fhat lii.e and mndo any 
trouble, they would b: subject to tho pen- 
alties of the fetich, "whn'tevor thoy might 
be, and they were no doubt all the moro 
terrible ^because their precise nature was 
not known. 

One of the chief uses of fetich by the 
factors on the Congo is to recovor stolen 
articles of any value, for unless the loss 
bu considerable it often costs more to re- 
cover it by this means than It is worth, 
though the thief has invariably to pay the 
cost of prosecution if he can be hold to 
do it, When ah article has boon stolen 
and the aid of the fetich is invoked, all 
the men upon whom suspicion falls aro 
called out into an open place and made 
to stand in a semi circle facing the fotich 
man. The fetich — which is a kind of 
idol mado of wood, representing in rude- 
carving a man or beast, usually with two 
heads— is first placed on a cloth on tho 
ground, the fetich man handling it with 
the same care and treating it with tho 
same consideration as if it'were a living, 
sentient being, as undoubtedly the na- 
tives generally also regard it. He then 
delivers a kind of harangue to the men 
in front of him, telling what has beoa 
stolen, and calls upon the thief to own up 
and make restitution before he invokes 
tho power and wrath of tho fetich. 
f^ri EXTREME MEASURES.; 

In the majority of cases, this exhorta- 
tion is effective, hut if not, he gets down 
upon his knees and talks and mumbles to 
his idol, making it presents of say a bottlo 
of gin, a piece or more of cloth, brass 
wire, a looking glass, printed cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, etc , etc., if it will oidy point 
ov.t the thief— the things thus promised 
being those agreed upon beforehand with 
the loser for the recovery of the stolen 
goods Having dene this the fetich man 
ai;aln calls upon the culprit to own up, 
a. id if this appeal does not have the de- 
sired effect the fetich man proceeds to 
gradually work himself up into a state of 
excitement similur to that affected by tho 
Mohammedan dervishes in their religious 
frenzies, in the course of which he calls 
down all manner of dire calamities and 
evil happenings upon not only the actual 
culprit, but bis wife, children, par" ts, 
relatives, and even his whole tribe, .a- 
cludlng his chief, the same penalties being 
invoked also in behalf of any one or more 
of tho persons who know of the theft and 
will not reveal it. 

During the continuance of this incanta- 
tion, the fetich man watches the counte- 
nances of the men before him, aid is 
quick to note those that may show guilt, 
or a guilty knowledge of the act. It is 
rare that the fetich is continued beyond 
this point, but If, as occasionally hap- 
pens, tho culprit is still obdurate, the 
last act of fetich Is begun, being the most 
serio comic of all. The fetich man, find- 
ing his idol will not do his Ivdding, now 
begins to upbraid ai d abuse it, aud, to 
carry out his harsh treatment to tho end, 
begins to drive into its body an eight- 
penny nail. The nail Is driven hi slowly, 
the fetich man, before overy stroke, call- 
ing upon the culprit to repent and con- 
fess bis sin beforo it is loo lata Tho nail 
is driven in about one third of its length, 
and there it must stay to goad the idol 
on to the terrible vengeance invoked 
against the sinner, the crowning act, or 
seal to this ceremony, being mado by 
smearing the head of Ibe nail with the 
blood of a fowl, an ox or a goat, accord 
ing to the nature of the misdemeanor to 
bo punished. Wnco tho seal of tho blood 
is set, there is no forgiveness— tho pun- 
ishment is relentless and to the bittsr end. 
The small n imbcr of nails that are driven 
in itlois attest how seldom this last aot 
Ltqs to bp done. 

An Artlsfit Skill.

When a street scene in- 
terested him he would put his hand in 
his pocket, seize a peticii, and illustrate 
the event, without taking tho paper or 
pencil out of tho poc .el.

BRITAIN'S NEW FISCAL POLICY- 
FAIR TRADE. 

It is said— but the news seems alniOBt 
too good to be true — that the conserva- 
tive cabinet have reBolvod to introduce a 
fair trade measure. It is said that a bill 
ia to be preparod for introduction into 
parliament authorizing the imposition of 
duties on the imports into Great Britain 
from countries imposing duties on imports 
from Great Britain. The measure will 
bo founded on the report of Lord Iddes- 
leigh's commission on trade, which Gnda: 
1. That the English depression is due 
primarily to foreign competition, and die- 
poses 4 of the previously accepted doctrine 
of exceptional causes such as temporary 
overstocking. 2. That successful foreign 
competition results from a fiscal policy 
prohibitive of the imports of English pro- 
ducts. 3. That the rise of rents and nec- 
ceasaries is proportionately greater than 
that of wages, tho standard of wages be- 
ing kept low by the effects on British in- 
dustries of foreign competition. 4. That 
wide distress prevails in the manufactur- 
ing districts, resulting from tho dearth of 
employment and inadequate wages for 
those who are employed. The government 
recognizes tho fact that a system of purely 
protective duties will not bo transacted by 
, public opinion, but a cautious re-arrango- 
nient of the import tariff, with a view of 
compelling producing countries to c6n- 
cedo favorable treatment to British pro- 
ducts, ia demanded by a powerful and 
growing commercial element, by the mid- 
dle classes generally, and more largely 
than is generally supposod by the 
masses. There 1 is litle expecta- 
tion that a moasuro can be pro- 
ceeded with before parliament has dis- 
posed of the Irish question, but its intro- 
duction in some form or other iB certain. 
Tariff re adjustment is now fully recog- 
nized as the third best card in the hands 
of the ministry, and probably the best of 
all for an electoral campaign. If the bill 
should becomo law, tho treasury or thq 
privy council will probably be entrusted 
with its execution, being allowed discre- 
tion as to countries to which it is to be 
applied, much on the lines of the Contag- 
ious Diseases (cattle) bill. Numerous 
meetings are being hold and resolutions 
passed in all parts of the country strength- 
ening tho hands of the government in in- 
troducing legislation for better terms for 
expectations of British goods to foreign 
countries. The cabinet consists mainly 
of professed free traders. The ground 
taken iB that the present fiscal system 
gives free trade to producing countries 
selling their goods to Great Britain and 
denies free trade to British products en- 
tering those countries. This is not free 
trade, but a refusal of freo trade fraught 
with mischief to England's most impor- 
tant material interests. The ministry bo 
liovo tlwy are working in the true inter- 
ests of the freest trade at home and 
abroad in adopting as their definite policy 
readjustment of tho fiscal system of the 
country to meet the requirements of the 
commercial situation. 



TURBULENT ASSEMBLYMEN. 

The scenes in Lho French national as- 
sembly at Versailles during the proceed- 
ings incident to the re-election of Presi- 
dent Grevy were uproarious beyond des- 
cription. The space around the foot of 
President Leroyer'a tribune resembled a 
prize ring, and insults and oaths flew about 
freely. Two young deputies whu had be- 
gun a hand-to-hand engagement had to be 
forcibly separated. Much of the excite- 
ment was, of courso, factious, and much, 
however, caused by tho somewhat doubt- 
ful aotion of the government in calling 
congress together without waiting for the 
re election of several invalidated monar- 
chists, was genuine. M, Paul de Cassag- 
nao fairly foamed at ihe mouth. When the 
voting began, and tho names were be- 
ing called over, he yelled, "We won't 
vote; this is a don of brigands." His 
friends, the monarchists, took the hint, 
and refused to answer their names or to 
take part in tho election, consequently 
barely three-fourths of the votes were re- 
corded, and M. Grevy was elected, with 
some loss of prestige, by a bare majority 
of 30. Although no rival candidates so- 
licited election, a number of eccentrici- 
ties thought fit to vote for their particular 
favorites. Among M. Qrevy's unwilling 
competitors thus figured MM. de Frey- 
cinet, BriBson, do la Forge, Canrobort, 
Barodet, and Pasteur. When the result 
was proclaimed M. Paul de Cassagnac 
again distinguished himself by shouting, 
"Have him embalmed I" alluding to Gra 
vy. The jibe was answered by enthusias- 
tic cheering from the republican benches, 
and the cheers were echoed .outBide the 
congress hall, in the streets and park, and 
for Beveral minutes tho republic triumphed 
exuberantly. Inside the hall the scene 
was remarkable. The monarchists sat in 
a dark compact mass, silent and sullen, 
while the republicans, on the contrary, 
seemed drunk with excitement. Not con- 
tent with their victory they thirsted for 
revenge. Some taunted their adveraarina 
and others shook their fists at them. All 
'he excitement was, however, confined to 
Versailles. In Paris the people went 
about their busineBB as usual, and shrug- 
ged their shoulders at the proceedings in 
congress. 

A BOHEMIAN CRY. 

Oomplimonts and congratulations were 
flying around at the council last evening, 
and spectators must have thought the 
civic board had formed itself into a mutual 
admiration society. Tile praise was no 
doubt deserved, for the retiring council 
hive accomplished a groat deal of satisfac- 
tory work. But while this aelf-gratulation 
was going on a word might have been put 
in for the hard-worked reporters, who 
have always been a compulsory, nnd often 
the only audience that has listened to the 
fast flov/iW wisdom of the oity council. 
They have intelligently and correctly re- 
corded the business transacted, and mir- 
rored tho various and conflicting viewB of 
theonuncilto tho ratepayurathroughoutthe 
past twelve monthB, and though this has 
not been exactly a labor of love cn the 
part of the reporters, yet while the supply 
of adulation was so plentiful, a little might 
hive very properly been given io them.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



IRELAND. 

Dublin, Jan. 5. — A meeting of the 
National League was held in this 'jity to- 
day. The terrible distress among tho 
people on the west coast (if Ireland was 
considered. Several rr-embers made 
speechoB deploring tho condition of af- 
fairs and attributing it mainly to evic- 
tions. Tho treaaurer of the loague re 
ported that within the past two weeks 
£3603 had been received for the parlia- 
mentary fund; £233 for the leaguo fund. 
Mr. Harris, member of parliament, who 
presided, expressed the great pleasure 
which had been afforded him by Mr. 
Gladstone's favorable reference to Irish 
home rule schemes, as Mr. Gladstone's 
words were of more consequence and 
wore entitled to greater consideration than 
thoBB of Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Bright or 
oven Lord Randolph Churchill. Irish 
industries, he said, had sunk to the 
lowest point, and it will be a hard task 
for Parnell and his followers to rovivo 
thoBe industries. Only home rule would 
enable them to bring about a revival. 
Ireland would then resume her proper 
position among the nations of the earth. 
Unless home rule was granted the agita- 
tion would be continuod on tho old linos 
and the Irish in America would freely 
help thoir countrymen. 

At a meeting of the Loyal National as- 
sociation to-day, a number of patriotic 
motions were voted down amid groat up- 
roar. The meeting finally dispersed with 
shouts for homo rule, and God save Ire- 
land. The Evening Mail ridicules the 
idea of Labouchero that tho Irish would 
be content with a parliament similar to 
the Grattan parliament. It says that even 
if the leading Parnellites pretended that 
separation formed no pari of tho nation- 
alist programme, that pretension would 
beguile nobody in Ireland. 

Belfast, Jan. 5 — Arrangements aro 
being made for a monster meeting of 
Loyalists in this city on tho 18th, to pro- 
test against any moasuro granting home 
rule-to Ireland. 

RUSSIA. 

Sr. Petersburg, Jau. 5 — Tho Grand 
Duke Michael Nicolawitch has quarrelled 
with the czar and resigned tho presidency 
of tho imperial council, and retired from 
active aervice. Count Tolslot becomes 
president of tho council and Prince Dun- 
doakoff Korsaloff becomeB minister of tho 
interior. 

BURMAH. 
Rangoon, Jan. 5. — Tho Dacoits have 
raided the country to within fourteen 
miles of Mandalay, and have murdered 
three Europeans who wore returning to 
their labors in the timber region. They 
had been warned against undertaking the 
journey. 

FRANCE. 
• Paris, Jan. 5 — M. M. Gubolet, Sadio, 
Carnot and Sarrien, who were members 
of M. Brisson's cabinet, have decided to 
accept the invitation tu join tho cabinet 
of M. De Freycinet^ 

CANADA. 
New York, Jan. 5. — A Montreal 
special to tho Post says that as a result of 
the investigation by the U, S. customs 
officers, warrants have been issued for tho 
arrest, whenever thuy appear on tho 
American aide, of about a dozen of tho 
moat fashionable furriers, tailors, jewel- 
ers, etc., of Montreal, on a charge of 
smuggling. The officers claim that for 
years they have been carrying on a thriv- 
ing trade by smuggling clothes, furs, dia- 
monds, etc., into this country, in trunks, 
which have pissed as baggago. Diamond 
smuggling from Europe by this route is 
said to be extensive, there being no duty 
into Canada. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 5. — A Bevere shook of 
earthquake was felt yesterday over an 
area of several miles in south Devonshire. 
Much alarm was caused but no damage 
reported. 

The elected membors of parliament will 
take the oath of ollico on the 12th instant. 
Salisbury and Sir M. Hicks Beach have 
sent copies of circulars to their supporters 
notifying them to bo in attendance at tho 
opening of parliament on the 21at instant, 
when the Queen's speech will bo read and 
business of importance will be transacted. 

Tho Standard says if the Queen's com- 
ing speech does not indicate that minis- 
ters will introduce a measure for stronger 
county government for Ireland, Parnell 
will move an amendment to tho address. 
The home rule members will then vote 
for a discussion. At the same time tho 
action of the Irish executive in the Man- 
trasma and Barbarvilla trials will bo dis- 
cussed. 

Earl Oowper, replying in tho Times to 
Michael Davitt, says he considers Mr. Par- 
nell's ascendency one of the worst features 
of tho Irish difficulty. 

Earl Grey, writing to the Times, depre- 
cates tho concession of a local government 
to Ireland, as ho beliovoH that such power 
would be tho means of oppressing all those 
who dissent from the doctriuc-s of tho na- 
tional league. The improvement ia the 
condition of the Irish must emanate from 
themselves. It must bo brought about by 
provident habits and greater industry. It 
is tho imperative duty of the government to 
suppress outrages. and violation of the law 
in Ireland. Until that is accomplished all 
concessions to tho Irish people will merely 
servo like sweets to children to stop them 
from crying. Tho lord chancellor for Ire- 
land will prepare a bill for increasing tho 
endowment of tho Catholic colleges in Ire- 
laud, whereby the Queen's colleges of Gal- 
way and Cork will be converted into Catho- 
lic institutions. Ho will prepare a bill 
granting sectarian regulations of primary 
schools. Tho government will also intro- 
duce a measure extonding tho powers of tho 
laud purchaso act. 

Gladstone has summoned the liberal 
members of parliament to a mooting on tho 
lGtb. Ho privately promises them that ho 
will then make a frank statement of the 
principles on which ho proposes to nettle 
tho Irish question.

THE TELEPHONE SUITS. 



Bell Declared to be tue Inventor 

Philadelphia, Jan. 5. — Final degrees 
were entered in the United States circuit 
court to-day in tho suits of the American 
Bell Telephone Company et al. against 
tho Baxter Overland Telegraph Company, 
the Pennsylvania Overland Tolephono 
and Telegraph Company, and the 
Overland Telephone Company et al. 
It iB decreed that the letters patent 
granted to Alexander Graham Bell on 
March 7, 187G, and January 30, 1877, are 
good and valid in law. The decree then 
goeB on to say that said Alex. Graham 
Bell was the original and first inventor of 
tho invention described in said general 
letters of patont; that the title thoreto 
and the invention described and 
claimed theroonaro vested in complainants 
and that defendants have infringed tho 
fifth claim of said letters patent and the 
oxclusive rights of complainants under 
the sumo; and it is further ordered, ad- 
judged and decreed that the complainants 
waiving an account and assessments of 
profit and damages and accounting a 
nominal sum therefor, that tho defend- 
ants pay to complainants the sum of $1 as 
auch profit and damages, and also the 
costs taxed at tho sum of §25, and that 
complainants have judgments and exe- 
cution therefor; and also that defendants 
bo perpetually enjoined and restrained 
from making, Belling or using said im- 
provements and patents aforesaid, or 
either of them, and that an injunction 
iasuo accordingly. 

BULL-DOK KELLY. 

Feels Imprisonment lor Life or 
the Gallows Awaits Him. 



Sr. Paul, Doc. 31.— Bull Dog Kelly 
lies in the county jail awaiting tho arrival 
of extradition papers from Washington. 
Then he will be taken back to British 
Columbia to be tried on tho charge of 
murder. Of himself and the case ho says: 
"I dun't fool comfortable over the result 
of tho examination hero, tho whole affair 
i6 a fraud. No convicting evidence was 
brought against mo. I will be taken by 
the Canadian authorities to Victoria, 
British Columbia, 700 miles- from tho 
acono of the murder, where no one knows 
mo, and placed in such a position I can- 
not possibly secure witnesses for myself. 
If I had money, friends or influence, 
there would bo Boine hope. If I had 
money to get my witnesses there I could 
prove an alibi. Johnson and his partner, 
for soma unknown reason, hate me. John- 
son said if ovor the courts acquitted me 
he would kill mo on sight. Why I Ho 
never knew or saw me until arrested. I 
can toll you, though, Johnson and his 
partner wero tho only ones that know 
Baird had money before ho was killed. 
When I got to Victoria they will throw 
mo in a dungeon and after a time either 
imprison mo for life or hang mo.

He throws Arsenic Into a Well 
unci Three Families Are 
Poisoned, 

San Auoustike, Tex., Dec. 27. — Whole- 
sale poisouiug on Friday resulted in four 
deaths. Nino of the poisoned aro suffering 
from convulsions and tiro not expected to 
live. Jas. Tanner, colored, and a family of 
eight children were first stricken; the father 
and two children are dead and the rest aro 
not expected to live; tho mother was the 
only one who oscaped. Tho family of 
Flacher Taylor, consisting of rivo persons, 
near Tanner's, was attacked at tho same 
time with tho same symptoms. The child 
has died and the rest are in a bad way. Tho 
matter was reported to the authorities as 
soon as the deaths occurred and an autopsy 
was held on tho dead bodies. It was found 
that the causo of death worf arsenic and the 
poison was traced to a well used by tho two 
families. Suspicion fell upon a negro 
named James Wiley, who hud threatened to 
kill Tanner becauso ho hud "voudooed" 
him, and, us he claimed, exercised an evil 
influence over the community. Wiley was 
tho chief mourner at tho funeral and was 
assisting in tho obsequies at tho grave when 
arrested.

The fetone Man. 

Who is ho ? what is ho / This is what 
tho police magistrate, Mr. McLean, J. P., 
the collector of customs and an official 
force, Capt. McADurn, lawyers and many 
others were assembled in tho polico court 
yesterday to try and find out. The 
charge, is laid againBt the atone man in 
propria persona — not against Capt. Mc- 
Allum— and is brought under the £0(Jth 
section of the customs act for the con- 
demnation and sale of goods of which a 
false entry is made. This being so it 
seems only fair that the post-mortem 
mineralized gentleman should have been 
present at his trial ; in. fact we thought 
this was ono of the first principles of jus- 
tice, and therefore fully expected to see 
him propped up in tho dock where others 
in a chronic state are frequently placed. 
Tho court was occupied 'most of the morn- 
ing in the matter; and some delay was* 
experienced in the afternoon by the dis- 
appearance or, rather, non appearance, of 
the city clerk, and also of the papers in 
tho case. The latter were finally found 
and dispensing with tho valuable services 
of tho former the case proceeded. Mr. 
Hunter, one of the customs' officers, de- 
posed to having opened the box contain- 
ing tho stono man ready for shipment to 
a country where the weary are (some- 
times) at rest. But there was no rest for 
the petrified one, who was soized as a work 
of art instead of nature, andduinpod in a 
bonded warehouse. 

In a certificate of Dr. Dawson's, which 
was road, that gentleman stated he had 
no hesitation in saying that the object 
was not a petrifaction, but had been hewn 
out of striped marble of an inferior qual- 
ity. That it bore an appearance of antiqui 
ty which might have been produced by ex- 
posure to the weather or the action of 
acids, but that the possible effect of these 
agents upon tho figure prevented any cor 
rect estimate of the date when the mar- 
ble was shaped. 

Mr. Davie said tho customs act was an 
excessively penal act, and it wai highly 
necessary that when a prosecution was 
launched it should bo proved. Nn evi- 
dence had been shown that the figure had 
been brought into the country; — there waa 
nothing to prove that tne box of stone 
imported from San Francisco contained 
the figure which had been seized. Evi- 
dence of witnesses for the prosecution 
was contradictory in regard to the 
opening of the box, and yet 
it was upon tho evidence of one 
of these, who porhaps was the mistakon 
one, that they pretended to identify the 
oliject seized with that which was imported. 
The prosecution had failed to make out 
any case. 

Capt. McAllum then deposed to hav- 
ing in August last saw a placard outside 
the Beehive saloon anno unciug that a 
stone giant was within. He paid 25 
cents, went in, examiued-the figure, and 
became convinced that it was a fossil 
antiquity of groat value. A man who 
strolled in introduced himself as the 
owner of the figure, and in consequence 
of what he was told, the captain bought 
tho giant. Tho seller afterwards made 
an affidavit that he had found it while 
digging a well in Esquimalt district. The 
witness continued, that twenty years ago 
he was a member of the Anthropological 
Society of London, but did not continue 
in it after it became amalgamated with 
the Ethnological Society. Speaking from 
an archieological point of view, he con 
sidered tho figure to be of great value 
from its antiquity. He would be a groat 
boon to all pecuniarily interested if the 
stono man would speak now or for ever 
after hold his peace. Tr. will probably 
do the latter, unhko the skull which 
was adjured by Bret Harte to say whether 
it belonged to the Eocone, Pleoceno or 
Miocene period, and which thereupon 
kindly replied: "Which my name is 
Bowers, and my skull was busted by falling 
down a shaft in Calaveras county; but I'd 
take it kindly if you'd sent it home to my 
folks in old Missouri."

KOY4L HOSPITAL. 

'ifiie Strain on Its Finance).-- 
Necessity for More Funds—' 
New BuiSdiiigs and 
New Location. 

___ •' 

Victokia, B. C, Jan. 6, 188G. 
To the Public: — The regular monthly 
meeting of tho board of directors of this 
eleemosynary institution was held this af- 
ternoon. Present, W. C. Ward, T. Lubbe, 
E. A. McQuade, J. H Todd aud Joshua 
Davies; and by vote -I was requested to 
furnish a statement for general informa- 
tion. 

The present board began its fiscal year 
with §1500 in the savings bank and a 
government grant of $5000 payable' in 
monthly instalments, and now find, after 
paying the bills for the month, amount- 
ing to. §057 82, that the savings bank re- 
serve will be reduced to §00. 

The yearly donations from our charita- 
ble citizens have been generally between 
8800 and §900, so that with the govern- 
ment grant something less than §6000 is 
all the money available to keep up an in- 
stitution which has to furnish every re- 
quirement — medical attendance, niedioine 
and day and night nurses, for an average 
of 54 monthly patients. 

Tho convalescent ward is always full, un- 
less death removes a poor unfortunate. 
The hospital has been nearly always full, 
and often every available spaco has been 
required, and even thou not beon sufficient 
to accommodate the applicants. The hos- 
pital is, in fact, a provincial ono, as from 
all parts of the province persons are ad- 
mitted, aud the out patients who receive 
medical attendance and medicine, free, are 
equal to the indoor; so that with growth 
of tho province the sickness and accidents 
increase, for the bulk of which Victoria 
Royal hospital has had to provide. This it 
has done by the mo it careful management, 
coutractingfor all supplies aud exhausting a 
fund (set asido for the purchase of more*, 
desirable premises) that hud taken years to 
accumulate. 

The directors find that tho hospital 
building has not sufficient accommodation 
aud that the site if too exposed; that a 
moro favorable location must be obtained 
and a building erected large enough to meet 
the requirements of the growth of tho city. 
This can only bo done by a grant from the 
government, augmented by subscriptions 
from our people, and then placed upon a 
provincial basis, if tho institution is to care 
for tho bulk of the sick of tho province. 

If tho^experience of tho past six months 
is to obtain, then §10,000 yearly will bo 
necessary to carry on the institution. The 
directors have appointed Mr. W. K. Bull to 
collect subscriptions, and earnestly hopo 
that the public will roapoud liberally aud 
cheerfully to tho requiremuiits of this worthy 
institution.

The Hudson Bay Coiunauy. 

A general meeting of tho Hudson Bay 
compnny was hold in London on Tuesday, 
Deo. 15th, 1885, for the purpose of electing 
throo members of the board-of direotors. 
At this the chairman, Mr. Eden Colville, 
in his remarks on the report, referred to 
tho wreck of tho Princess Royal in James 
buy, Moose Faotory, and stated that the 
vessel and cargo waa fully insured, which 
latter had been already paid. The baik 
Prince of Wales, which was frozen in in the 
fall of 1884, arrived in Soptomber, 1S85, 
and had discharged hdr cargo of furs in 
excallent condition. This would make the 
quantity of furs to bo offered this month 
fully equal to that of previous years. Tho 
fur-bearing animals had not decreased in 
numbers as had_boou prophesied. A claim 
against tho Dominion government for losses 
austained in tho northwest rebellion, had 
beon prepared and would be submitted. 
Tho compauy had been of assistance to tho 
government in tho transport of troops and 
supplies, and it was thought that the 
amount claimed would be fully paid. The 
probable revival of trade in Winnipeg was 
dwelt upon, aud its consequent good effect on 
land sales. The wonderful energy displayed 
in the building of tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way was referred to in very complimentary 
terms. Mr. Colville then moved tho adop- 
tion of the report, which was seoonded by 
Sir John Roso. 

A number of questions were thon put 
to aud answered by the chairman, in 
which it was developed that the oompuny 
consisted of 2500 shareholders; that the 
sale of farm and to.wn property since their 
commencement amounted to £1,140,000; 
£300,000 of this was ou tstandina ; £400,000 
hud been returned to shareholders, 
reducing the value of shares from 17 to 
13; in u large number of cases only tho 
first instalment, one-fifth of the purchase 
money, hud been paid by buyers, on ac- 
count of the full in prices and their ina- 
bility to meet accruing payments. 

Mr. Eden Colville was re-elected a di- 
rector, as were also Messrs. Hamilton and 
Newman, and Lord Anson was elected to 
the seat vacant by the resignation of Mr. 
Wilkinson. 

Hon. D. A. Smith made a few remarks 
in which he referred to his trip over tho 
0. P. R. from Montreal to Victoria, tho 
magnificence of the scenery, the wealth 
of tho company's landed interests, tho 
adaptability of tho lands for cattle-rais- 
ing where not good for agriculture, and 
the fact that there was no reason why the 
company should not bo able to competo 
successfully in commercial business. Mr. 
Smith thought that the present and ensu- 
ing years would bring largo proflta to the 
company. Ho did not speak glowingly of 
the prospects simply because he was ono 
of tho largest shareholders, for he had not 
nor did ho intend to sell one single share. 
He also trusted that overy member pres- 
ent would take occasion to go ovor the 
lines of theO. P. R. and see for them- 
selves the valuable property they poa- 
sessod in tho lands of the north-west.

The motion was put and carviod unan- 
imously. 

THE .MAYOR'S REPORT. 

His worship read the roport of the 
/tar's work which carefully considered 
the various departments, and at its con- 
clusion was received with applause. 

Coun. Grant moved tho adoption of the 
report as road. 

Coun.'Earle, in speaking of the roport, 
roferred to the vory satisfactory work 
done by all committees, and the fact that 
it was accomplished at. considerable less 
cost than any that had previously been 
done. In saying this ho would pay a 
tribute to'his worship, who had been one 
of the hardest workers in tho council; in 
fact ho thought ho had proved himself & 
worker on every committeo of the council.

Steamship Queon of tho Pacific sailed 
for San Francisco nt noon yesterday. 

Capt. A. T. Stream, of tug Hunter, 
reports sighting a schooner about seventy 
feet long, ns he came from Gray's Harbor 
to Shoalwater Bay on Thursday, says the 
Oystervillo Journal. Tho schooner wbb 
throe-masted, and was floating bottom 
side up. Capt. Stream tried to tow her 
in but wns unable to do ao. He was un- 
able to distinguish the name of the 
schooner, but thinks it was the lost 
Anita. 

Cape Hancock, Oregon, Jan. 4. — Tho 
fishing schooner Carrie. B. Lake went 
ashore last evening on Weather beach 
about ten miles above Stout's hotel. The 
crew of fivo mon started ashore in small 
boat, were capsized on a Band bar and 
washed otf into deep water. Capt. Exon, 
Mate Jamioson and the Chiueso cook 
were drowned. The rest got back to the 
schooner, which had drifted to whore they 
were capsized, Tlioy were taken off by 
Capt. Harris and crow, of tho life-saving 
service. The schooner is full of water, 
heavy seas breaking over her, and will 
go to pieces soon. 

Steamer Maude will leave for Burrard 
Inlet at 7 o'clock this morning with 
freight and passengers. 



Peculiar Accident. 

Yesterdsy morning while the Olympian 
was running otf Point Wilson, a riptide 
struck the side of the Btoamer and tilled 
ono of tho paddle-boxes with water. 
This burst through the bulk-heads aft the 
paddle-box and washed away the scullery 
room, carrying the crockery along with 
it.

Councillors of the City of Victoria for tho year 1888; 

AND WHEREAS tho Council of tho said City con- 
sists of a Mai or and ulno Councillors, namely,— three 
Councillors for Johnson Stroet. Ward, threo Coun- 
cillors for Yates Stroet Ward, and three Councillors 
for James Bay W«rd; • 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria as follows:— 

1. The nomination of Candidates for the respec- 
tive ofliecs of Ma;, or and Councillors of the City of 
Victoria shall take placo at tho City Council Cham- 
bers, Pandora street, In the said City, on Monday, 
the Eleventh day of January, 1880, from noon to t 
o'clock in the afternoon, 

2. In ease n poll shall be . dema ided at the election 
of Mayor, tho vo:o of tho olectors thereon shall be 
taken by ballot at tho City Council Chambers afore- 
said, on Thursday, the Fouitocnth day of January, 
aforesaid. . - • 

3 In ease a poll shall be demanded at the election 
of Councillors for any waid, tho vote of the electors 
entitled to vote In such ward shall bo taken thereon 
by ballot, on 1 bursdn; aforesaid, at the following 
places ie»poctlvcly, that is to say,— In Johnson Street 
Waid, at the City Council Chambers; in Yates Street 
Ward, at the Polico Barracks; and In James Bay 
Ward, at the Hook and Ladder House. '. • 

The polling, if any, shall be continued in each 
rase from 10 o'clock a. m. to 4 o'clock p. m. 

5. Sectiors 8, 7, 8 and D of tho Municipal Elections 
Regulation and Billot Act, 187fi, and so much of the 
schedules thereto as are applicable, shall be read with 
and foim part of this bylaw.
